Acting on information that Chinese women of 
the educated class and Chinese girl students are fre enting 
a room on the third floor of the Pootung Guild, No. % 
Avenue Edward VII. to hold secret meetings, the authorities 
made an imvestigation and discovered a secret meeting place 
which was used at the same time as the office of the Special 
Servioe Section of the newly organized Anti-Japanese Cninese 
Women's Association, a body organized by about 130 importent 
Chinese women residing in the Foreign Settlements. 

Towards the end of October, I939, Chiang Kai 
Shek issued secret instructions and a sum of $150,900 to 
Naoh Chih Sung, the officer in oharge of the Shanghai Office 
of the Chungking Government, to cover the expenses of 


the women's activities. 


With the co-operation of Dien Tso Chung, wife 
of General Yang Fu, the former Wocsung-Shanghai Defence 
Commissioner, and Yao Siu Cheu, wife of Tu Yueh Sun, the 
leader oi the Green Pang, Naoh Chi Sung succeeded in 
assembling about 13C Chinese women of the educated class. 

About the middle of last month, these women 
formed a Shanghai Women's Special Service Group with 
an office on the third floor of the Pootung Guitt.

“Shanghai Nippo", a local Japanese daily, on the alleged 
arrival in Shanghai of Dien Pih-chuin (19 *# % ), stated 
to be the wife of a certain former Woosung-Shanghai 
Garrison Commander and having been sent here on instructions 
of Madame Chiang Kai-shek to stir up fresh anti-Japanese 
activities in the local women's circ’.es. discreet and 
extensive enquiries have failed to confirm this informtion. 
It may be reasonably presumed, however, that the rcrort © 
is the erroneous conclusion drawn, intentionally or 
otherwise, from pertinent events concerning the movements 
of Madame Yang Hu (#44 /%,+A_) and reiated below.

Information gathered from various 
sourcegz tends to show that she has confined herself to 
activities that are in no way connected with anti-Japanese 
activity. While it is true that her movements are very 
discreet and her present address is only known to a few of

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status and fear of action by persons in certain quarters. 

Miss Dien Soh-chun has been the principal promoter 
and is at present chairman of the Chung Hwa Women's Mutual 
Aid Association CP Baye 2. Ay A )}, Room 512, Pootung 
Guild Building, 1454 Avenue Edward VII. This association 
has at present a membership of 106 persons. 

On the occasion of the first anniversary of the 
August 13th Incident, a sum of $137 was raised by the 
members of this association towards the Gold Offeriug 
Movement, and on September 4, 1938, & social meeting was 
held on the premises of the Association which was in the 
mature of an informal social gathering and sponsored for 
the promotion of friendship. There is nothing in the 
records of this office to show that the association has 
concerned in any activities of an anti-Jananese or political 


nature, apart from the aforementioned two instances. 
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ac*ording to information reaching 
a certain Quarter on Decewmver 4, Dien Pin Cnuin, wife cf 
a former woosung-Shanghai Defence Commissioner, Was 
actively engaged, on instructions from Soong Mei Ling,in 
directing anti-Japanese movements in Shanghai after the 
outbreak of hostilities. Since tne fall of Hankow her 
activities eeased because she could not get into touch 
with all the staff officers of anti-Japanese organizations. 
She later proceeded to Hongkong on a britis. steamer, 
thence to Chungxing where she lived together with Soong 
hei Ling. 

On instructions from Soong hei 
Ling she oame to Shanghai in the begin..ing of Novemver 
to revive the Anti-Japanese Women's National Salvation 
associatior. Sh. is now living on Route Ferguson, Freneh 
Concession. She was given a sua of money by Soong hMici 
Ling for this work but the amount will not be sufficient 
for the purpose. She is endeavouring to get into 
touch with all anti-Japancse organizations.
